It is proposed to creale o new execn-
tive depavtment of the government, to
b called the depurtment of trade and
commerce. A econsiderable number of
business men in vavious parts of the
country have petitioned congroess to do
this and a bill for the purpose is prom-
i:'-l"l'.

The idea is to embrace in the work of
the prapmaed department many of the di-
visions of the Treusury deparvitment and
somo  from  other depactments of the
govermment. 1t is suggested as possible
thal the entire customs seevice would bo
put under the newdepartmoent, althoush
its ehargcter as a souree of prevenue
might keep it under the tveasury, If
the plan of those who urge this new de-
partment should be careied out it wonld
embrace the marvine hiospital serviee, the
L hthouse the in-
spection service, the burean of naviga-
tion, the construction of public build-
ings, the weather burean and most
of the statistical bureaus. It is argued
that there wounld be a great advantage
in having the statistical work of the moy-
crnment thus consolidated, and that
some  duplication of labor would prob-
ably be saved.  The census work  would
be done by the sume burean which now
collects the statisties of labor, and thut
part of it which relates to manufactures
would be done annually. The new de-
partment could alse be made to sheltora
